| Loot ihe Union Pacifle Depat, Shoot

nt the Agent and Lock the
Town Mprshnl in the
Frelght Houwe,

Accarding to a precedent of apveral yoars'
standing, which has Been confirmed almost
oevery succeislve season, It is In the spring
time that the thoughts of the rallway super-
fntendents and detectivea reluotantly turn
towarid the genua holo and the best means
of ridding the rallvoads of the same.  Thia
Kpring s no oxception to the rule previously
aestablished, The tramps are bobbing up
serenely along wearly all the Nebraska rail-
way lihet and causing no little trouble to
the operating departmente of thesoy roads

As the metropolitan gpecimen 1s fond of
miarking the houses where he has been most
hoapitably entertained, so the prairie hobwo
designates the particular rond which he and
his Brother tramps may best vielt diring a
particular scason., Last year the Omaha road
was the one selected, and Superintesndent
Jaynes had hils hands full of trouble, the
congregation of tramps at Blale and Calhoun
belng especinlly annoylng.  This esason the
hoboes have pléked out the Unlon Pacifie,
and they are swarming along the “Overland
Route™ in great numbaers Sald  Super-
Intendent Canada of the Union Pacifie’'s spe-
clal  serviee  departmoent to 4 Doe  re-
porter  yesterday: “Thesd  tramps are
springing up as thick as June bigs all along
the line, I don't know just what we'll do
with them, but we'll endeavor to rid our-
selven of them in somo way."

Thero have been frequent cases of trouble
reported from etations along the Hne during
the past week, but the boldest workk of the
tramps occurred yesterday at North Dend
shortly after 2 a. m, Night Operator
Pargeter was #itting at hig instriment tefh-
graphing when three masked men suddenly
made their appearance before him. They de-
manded all the valuables in the place and
added Ir they couldn’t get valuables they
would accept anythiong they ocould get. The
operator's efforts to convinee them that there
was nothing of value gbout the place proved
fruitless. The vieltora became highly indig-
nuant at their cold reception and began shoot-
ing thelr revolvers In a rockless mannoern,
The operator says that two bulleta chme
dangerously close to him, one even grazing
his Hip, belng tuened aslde by o button.

Dick Strect, the town marshal, heard the
shooting and appeared on the scone, but the
tramps didn't take a fancy to bhis appearance,
g0 they just compelled bim to go within the
frelght depot and when he had entered they
made sure of his capture by looking the door.
Then the tramps ranzacked the place, Sn
[ar ag ls known nothing of any value was
taken,

It 1s beheved Lhat the tramps are of the
same gang Lthat broke up a freight raln at
Elkhorn Wodnesiday by gsetting the air-brak-s
They left Elkhorn on freight train No, 17,
and arrived at North Bend at 1 o'clock ves-
torday mortivg. They spent an hour lovking
about the town for trouble, and not fnding it
l¥ing about loose, they made the raid on the
station.

Three men were later arrested at Schuylor
on susplelon of having been connected with
the North Bend affair. They adinit that
they saw the operator assaulted, but deny
that they participated. The operator and town
marshal have left North Bend for Schuyler
to ldentify the prisoners. Although  the

No slate hag yet been determined on, but
there are a number of candidates who are
reasonably certaln of getting what they are
atter, J, T, McVittle will probably be ap-
pointed lleense luspector,

The next Inspector of weights and meas-
ures has not been decided on, but he will
probably be a colored man., There In also
a good deal of uncertaluty as to what will
be done i regard to the superintendency of
the city hall. Gueorge 1. Hess 18 making an
active fight for the Job, but he has several
difficulties In Wl way. A number of the
councilimen assert that Hess fought at least
two of the republican counclimanie candl-
dates at the election, and if he should be ap.
pointed there will certainly be a fight againat
his confirmation.

It a8 the understanding that Milk Inspector
Boyd willl be reappolnted. BHoyd is an old
soldler and has been a very energetic oMelal,
Dr. Young, the present meat Inspector and
veteriparian, has a competitor In Dr, Ramue-~
clottl, and the job evidently lies between
them, Aa previously stated, Dr. Holph will
succecd Dr, Towne as luspector of contagious
diseases unleas there Is a change In the pres-
Ut program.

There s some talk of abollshing the ofce
of special agent for the legal department,
but whether it will be done or not has not
been decided,

One of the Hyellest contests 1l for the job
of strect commilssloner under the new Hoard
of Publie Works, W. I, Elbourn, Leroy Fure
nas and J. H. Beverly are the principal can-
didates.
